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MEDALS TO BE ISSUED FOR 
SALISBURY, N.H. BICENTENNIAL 

Salisbury, N.H. Historical Society is 
sponsoring the official bicentennial medals 
for the 1968 celebration. The fine old 
church now owned by the society is shown on 
one side, and a view of Mount Kearsarge 
from the Salisbury Heights is shown on the 
other side. R.G. Mann of Concord is the 
artist . 

The silver medals will be serially num- 
bered. Number 1 will be retained by the 
Society. Numbers 2 through 11 will be sold 
at auction during the celebration in July. 
Mail bids will be executed on request, by 
Wayne S. Rich, Box 391> Concord, N.H. Num- 
ber 12 will go to the Ray Wheeler Memorial 
collection at N.H. Historical Society. 

Numbers 13 through 32 have been reserved 
for Society officers and committee members, 
and members of the Society will have prior- 
ity on other numbers for 10 days after 
notification. Dues of $1 may be sent to 
President Dana Parks, Jr., Salisbury, N.H. 
if desired. 

The medals will be sold at $10 for a set 
of one silver and one bronze, or $15 for a 
set of one silver and two bronze in custom 
holder. Single bronze medals will be $2.

20 Holly St., Concord, N.H. 03301 by mail 
or at his shop, 9 Warren St., Concord, on 
Fridays or Saturdays. The issue will con- 
sist of 500 bronze and 200 to 300 silver. 


ANNIVERSARY ISSUES 

Charles Jennison, R. 2, Dover, N.H. is 
in charge of Madbury, N.H. bicentennial 
medals and wooden nickels. The silver 
medals are $10 and bronze $2.50. Number 12 
silver will be given to the Ray Wheeler 
Memorial Collection. Two colors of wooden 
nickels will be available with a similar 
attractive design. 

Henniker, N.H. bicentennial medals may 
be obtained from Robert Sterling in Hen- 
niker @ $8.50 for silver and $2.50 for 
bronze. 13 merchants will have wooden 
nickels. 

Seabrook, N.H. has bronze medals for 
$2.50 but they have problems with the 
silver. 


COMMEMORATIVE MEDAL DESIGNED 
FOR SUNAPEE 

The Town of Sunapee will have a com- 
memorative medal for its bicentennial. 

The medal . will be designed by John "Babe" 
Sargent, local artist and chairman of the 
committee for the four-day event. 

One side of the medal will feature a 
picture of the first horseless carriage 
ever built in the United States in 1869 in 
Sunapee by Enos Merrill Clough. The 
steamer, requiring l4 years to build, had 
two cylinders, three speeds forward and 
backward. 

The other side of the medal will picture 
the lighthouse on Loon Island, with geese 
and Lake Sunapee as a background, the name 
of the town of Sunapee and its incorpora- 
tion date. 

The medal will be available in bronze 
and silver and will be the size of a sil- 
ver dollar. It is now being cast by V.H. 
Blackinton & Co., Inc. of Attleboro Falls, 
Massachusetts.

FARMINGTON 

FARMINGTON BANK, chartered 1854. Notes issued included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, 
$50, and $100. Unsigned sheets with $2 above and $1 below are the most common of any 
N.H. uncut sheet, but signed notes are scarce and higher denominations are rare or 
non-existent. Bank was winding up business in 1867 and probably became Farmington 
National Bank soon after. 


FRANCESTCWN 

FRANCESTCWN BANK, chartered 1851. Issued notes of same denominations as above, 
with two varieties on $1 and $3 at least. Few of the notes are known today. This 
bank changed to First National Bank of Francestown Dec. 30, 1864. ($3 note inside 

cover . ) 

GONIC 

FARMERS AND MECHANICS BANK, established 1856 in Rochester and moved to Gonic in 
i860 after majority of stock was purchased by Nicholas V. Whitehouse. Same notes were 
used (see Rochester). Changed to Gonic National Bank in 1865 , closed and liquidated 
in 1879. 

HAMPTON FALLS 

WEARE BANK, opened Jan. 1, l855 } liquidated in 1862. Notes issued included $1, 
$2, $3> $5j $10, $20, and $50, but most are rare or non-existent. A proof $5 note is 
known. This bank had. problems with out-of-state owners gaining control and taking 
excessive loans. The president died in 1862 and bills were paid off. 

HAVERHILL 

COOS BANK, chartered Dec. 24, 1803. This bank used early Perkins Patent Plate 
types including $1, $2, and $3 type 1 (see photo in Spring 1967 issue), type 2,50^ 
and $5 notes. Later types included attractive $3, $5, and $20 notes engraved by 
Reed. Specie payments were suspended Aug. 1809 - June 1810 when closing of the Hills- 
boro Bank in Amherst and publicity on their indiscretion caused a crisis for many 
other banks. Charter was renewed in 1821 but formation of a new county called Grafton 
caused the name of the bank to be changed to Grafton Bank. 

GRAFTON BANK, opened as Grafton Bank, Jan. 1, 1822, (formerly Coos Bank) $1, $3, 
and $10 notes from this bank are known. Specie payments were suspended in 1837. The 
bank was liquidated in 1857. (Photo of $1 note in Winter 1966-67 issue). 

GRAFTON COUNTY BANK, chartered with capital of $100,000 but never opened. 

HILLSBORO 

VALLEY BANK, established i860. Changed to First National Bank of Hillsborough, 
May 1, 1869 . Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, and $100. A $10 proof note 
is known with slightly different vignettes than regular issue. (See inside cover) 

The $10 note is more often seen than the other denominations. 
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State Bank Notes (continued) 

KEENE 

ASHUELOT BANK, chartered 1832. Notes issued included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, 

$50, and $100 with two varieties of $5 and $10 at least. When the charter expired in 
l 853 a new bank by the same name was organized to take its place and this may be one 
reason for two varieties of notes. Notes of these banks are seance. This bank became 
the Ashuelot National Bank, May 20, 1865 . 

CHESHIRE BANK (first) chartered Dec. 24, 1803. The first notes were simple in 
design but neat and attractive. A $2 dated Sept. 20, 1802 has no decoration but a 
fancy "T W 0" on scroll across left end. A Nov. 5, 1806 $2 note has a basket of fruit 
added at lower left. A $4 note similar to first $2 was dated l8o4, and a basket of 
fruit was added upper left to 1806 issue. $5 and $10 of similar design had a seated 
female on them. 

Type 2 Perkins Patent Plate notes came into use by 1807 with 50$, $1, $2, $3, and 
$5 notes of this type. A $5 note engraved by Reed and Styles was used in 1821. Like 
the Coos Bank, this bank suspended specie payments from Aug. 1809 to June l8l0 or later. 
Notes were at 45$ discount Oct. 31, 1809. However, charter was renewed once, and in 
1844 another bank by the same name was incorporated. 


CHESHIRE BANK (second) incorporated 1844. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, 
$50, and $100 with two varieties of at least $1, $2, and $50. Probably this bank 
became Cheshire National Bank in 1865 . 


CHESHIRE COUNTY BANK, opened 1855. Notes included $1, $2, $5, $10, $20, and two 
kinds of $50. None of these have been seen. Changed to Keene National Bank, April 
29, 1865. 

LACONIA 

BELKNAP COUNTY BANK, incorporated 1845. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, 
$50, and $100 with two varieties of each except $20 and $100. Closed in 1865 when 
charter expired. In 1852 this bank was listed in Meredith Bridge, and Wismer listed 
same notes under Meredith. Parts of Gilford and what was Meredith Bridge were in- 
corporated as Laconia in 1859 . 

LANCASTER 

LANCASTER BANK, opened 1832, closed 1835. Reopened, suspended specie payments but 
considered solvent in Dec. 1837. In 1847 it had improved but stockholders had illegal 
loans. Business closed about 1855 . Notes included $1, $2, $3, $ 5 , and $10. The $1 
note was Perkins Patent Plate Type 4 with blacksmith at left and female at right. The. 
same design was used for Winnipissogee Bank and Wolfboro Bank. 

WHITE MOUNTAIN BANK, opened 1852. Notes included three $1, four $2, two $3, three 
$5, and one each $10, $20, $50 & $100. The $50 and $100 were like the Mechanics Bank of 
Concord. One of the $5 notes was like the Warner Bank's. Most interesting of this 
bank's notes are the $2 notes showing Santa Claus and his reindeer, shown in Winter 
1964-65 issue of Nonagon. This design originated with the Saint Nicholas Bank of New 
York which had other notes with Santa Claus. One variety has TWO in white on a 
green background and another has a red TWO. 


The bank was closed in 1865 when cashier's accounts were found in error and debts 
were paid off at 55$ with possibility of paying 25$ to 3C$ later. Notes of this bank 
are more common than average. \ 

LEBANON 

BANK OF LEBANON, opened 1828 . Notes included $1, $ 5 , $10, and two each $2, $20, 
$50, aid $100. $2 type 3 Perkins Plate note is most often seen. Changed to Lebanon 

National Bank, May 17, 1865 .
